might be planted 
than in 1926 with reasonable 
satisfactory 
price 
although 
market prices may be lower. 
The Government bulletin presents 
a view as applied to the 
national 
market and 90 per cent of the time 
these reports have proved to be cor­ 
rect. 
Concerning cotton 
this 
bulletin 
says: 
Cotton production must 
be 
cur­ 
tailed drastically the coming season 
to restore the balance between con­ 
sumption and supply at remunera­ 
tive prices to growers. 
With aver­ 
age yields, a reduction of about 30 
per cent in acreage appears neces­ 
sary to give growers the best gross 
returns for 
the 
1927 
crop. 
The 
chances 
for 
profitable 
production 
will be best if the acreage is small, 
if costs are held to a minimum, and 
if efforts are made to improve the 
quality of the crop.

beef cattle, hogs sheep, dairy pro­ 
ducts, horses, and mules and sweet
